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Applicant's arguments filed November 11, 2004 have been fully considered but 
are not persuasive. Applicant's proposed amendment has not been entered because it 
would raise new issues that would require further search and consideration. 
Specifically, the amendment would limit the composition of resin layer (A) to those that 
"consists of methyl methacrylate resin or methyl methacrylate resin with additives. The 
amendment would also allow limit the insoluble methyl methacrylate particles of resin 
layer (B) to those "obtained from one-stage polymerization." Thus, the proposed 
amendment would significantly narrow the scope of the independent claim and would 
require further consideration. 

Furthermore, the amendment has not been entered because it does not place 
the application in better condition for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the 
issues on appeal. For example, proposed claim 1 would limit resin layer (A) to 
compositions that "consists" of the claimed components. Said amendment would 
render dependent claims 1 1 and 12 indefinite because claims 1 1 and 12 state that resin 
layer (A) further comprises a rubber-containing polymer. As noted in MPEP 21 1 .03(R- 
2), a claim which depends from a claim which "consists of the recited elements or steps 
cannot add an element or step. 

All of applicant's arguments presumed that the proposed amendment would be 
entered. Since the amendment has not been entered, Applicant's arguments are moot.
